Seven Soldiers and one
Airman were killed in an
aviation accident Feb.18 in
Afghanistan. The MH-47
was performing a passenger
transport mission when it
crashed. Fourteen passengers
survived. The cause of the
accident and sequence of
events are undetermined
at this time. The U.S.

Army Combat Readiness
Center is investigating.

A Soldier died Feb. 20
from injuries sustained in a
vehicle accident that occurred
Feb. 16 at approximately
0430 local near Greensboro,
Ala. The Soldier was riding
as a passenger in a family
member’s 2003 Jeep. They
were traveling at a high rate
of speed when the driver
lost control of the Jeep
causing it to roll several
times before impacting a
tree. The Soldier was taken
to a nearby medical center
where he later died. Neither
the driver nor the Soldier
was wearing a seat belt.
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A Soldier was killed in a
vehicle accident Feb. 17 at
approximately 0322 local
near Oconomowoc, Wis. The
local police report indicates
that the Soldier was driving
a 2007 Toyota Solara rental
car at a high rate of speed
when he lost control of the
vehicle while attempting to
negotiate a curve in snowy
and slushy road conditions.
The vehicle went off the left
side of the road, impacted
a tree, rolled and came to a
stop in a wooded area along
the road. The Soldier was
not wearing a seat belt.
